In social 
usefulness I believe yours is one of the best shows I've done in a decade. 1 
that you will get a reaction reflecting considerable audience interest and appreciation 
an well as some objection to some of the content. If you do not I 11 be disappointed. 

If some of tho audience tlmt does not weloomc some of the ideas thinks about them, in i„oelf 
that will be worthwhile, I think. 

la particular I want to express reapeot for the perceptive way in which you solved 
the unexpected pr fl blems without compromising your integrity or mine and in so doing took 
to your audience all that was important in tlieso problem areas, fou did not duck the is^us 
Gregory created yet you did not put me in the position of having to criticise hi^hiah 
I did not want to do. In all of thin you still told and allowed your audience all that was 
important and comprehensible to the uninformed in the Zapruder film without showing it. In 
faot you gave them more dependable information than has been conveyed in those s-iowings 
I havo seen, all of which also delivered misinformation. In overcoming these problems and 
in responsible informaUvoness it was on exceptional performance. 

I did not haw a hotel bill because I stayed with friends. My travel expenses 
total *136.50, *44.00 for fare, *9.00 fpr parking, *9.50 cabs and 824.00 mileage to and 
from the station in Washington. 

The throe books we discussed are not on sale anywhere. Two arc not current. My 
situation ia not that of the usual ahow guest because your audience can t go to its 
closest bookstore and get any of tho books it might want. They can be obtained only 
from me. All the commercial stations are telling how tne books con bo obtained. Hven 
"AK Cunddd," the commercial Canadian counterpart to the "Today show. Regularly after 
shots are aired stations phone mo so thoir operators can tell callers how to get the 
books. So, I do hope tiiat you will merely give my address with the copies you ^idicate, 
in the interest of tho stations and to keep the npnonrance from being a futility foi . 
and for t’.toac in the audiences wlio want to get any of the books.Whether or not stations 
dc anything with this information they arax doci.de, but if they do nothavo it they cam • 
auoply it and in fact cannot decide. Not even if one wants to get in touch aith m for other 
reasons. In all of thin there can't he any commercial production (which is inherent in 
the usual appoornnee anyway) because there is nothing commercial to be promoted and there 
i .3 not and cannot be any profit to me. 

If there cones a time when ycu seek a show subject, I'd like to talk to y ;;U 
about an un-eco.^niaed aspect of tho Freodom of Information law. It ia a ritght of every- 
one in your audience, not Just writers. Ordinary people. They have a right to xnow, the 
law is available for thoir use, anu there must be many things they would like to be able 
to learn# They can and wo can tell theca how#
